The entire purpose 
of the exercise is to en- 
able fans world-wide 
to enjoy the talents of 
some of the world’s 
best players, even if 
they are past their 
prime, in an exhibition 
of uninhibited foot- 


ball. 

The ASF's asto- 
nishing response that 
it would only be in- 
terested in 
accommodating one 
team — against our 
own Socceroos — is 
beyond the pale. 

It would defeat the 
purpose of the visit by 
introducing a highly 
competitive aspect to a 
match which is in- 
tended to be anything 
but that.

McQuire presses Neweastle’s case 


ASW'S KEITH GILMOUR PREVIEWS 
NEWCASTLE'S NSL AMBITIONS 


THE options open for the re-entry of 
Newcastle into the National Soccer 
League involve either a joint venture or a 
move by Newcastle Austral Soccer Foot- 


ball Club. 

That is the consi- 
dered opinion of Au- 
stral’s astute secretary, 
Dave McQuire. 

A former’ Apia and 
South Coast goalkeep- 
er, McQuire has had 
plenty of business ex- 
perience including a 
considerable period in 
the coal industry. 

At present he is also 
retained by Sydney's 
St George Budapest 
Soccer Club to oversee 
their financial affairs. 

In the period since 
his St George appoint- 
ment, he has turned 
the situation around 
from substantial losses 
to profitability. 

The club, situated at 
Mortdale, suffers from 
cut throat competition 
from other licensed 
clubs in the vicinity, 
but it is once again 


packing in the 
customers, 
Referring to 


Newcastle, McQuire 
told us: ‘‘The ideal 
situation here is to 
bring about a consor- 
tium of major soccer 
interests. 

“When NSL soccer 
returns to Newcastle it 
will have to be done

properly. 


other way. 

“We have some ex- 
cellent irons in the fire 
that could prove very 
fruitful. 

“If we gain that 
support we could well 
be in a position to go it 
alone if the occasion 
arises. 

“Newcastle Austral 
was the club that 
shouldered the debt of 
the former Newcastle 
Rosebud NSL club 
when they folded. 

“*Paying out the 
$60,000 for debts in- 
curred by them means 
that we should not be 
circumvented in com- 
ing NSL arrange- 
ments. 

“If that were to hap- 
pen Austral has the 
option of branching 
out into a general 
sports club. 

“Austral owns its 
licensed club and 
ground entirely free of 
debt. 

“Plans are going 
through at present for 
improvements to both 
the club premises and 
the football ground. 

“This will result in 
expenditure of 
$600,000 over the next 
three years.” 
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Whilst Newcastle 
Austral has not had a 
very productive season 
in the 1989 NSW State 
League, it raised 
$50,000 in cash 
sponsorships this year. 

Prominent Austra- 
lian company FAI In- 
surance is the main 


sponsor. 
As well Newcastle 
Austral secured 


$90,000 from non-cash 
sources, which in- 
cluded invaluable air 
time on NBN 3 Televi- 
sion as well as popular 
Radio 2HD. 

NBN3 has already 
committed itself to 
programming for 
Austral in 1990. 

The Northern NSW 
Soccer Federation and 
Adamstown Rosebud 
Soccer Club are the 
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FERENC PUSKAS: he had nothing to cheer 
about in Australia.

| SOCCER has been 
a lifelong passion 
for me. 

I recall very clearly 
my first introduction to 
soccer at a boy's home 
in Adelaide at the age 
of 14 years, 

Someone told me to 
come and watch the 
“funny fellows” hitting 
the ball with their 
heads, 

I was fascinated 
from the beginning 
and 38 years later am 
still involved both in 
playing and admi- 
nistration. 

There is no doubt 
soccer is the undis- 
puted number one 
sport in the world — 
With the peculiar ex- 
ceptions of Australia 
and North America. 

With this in mind 
the time has come 
obviously to reflect 
seriously on the state 
of the code in this 
country, 

There is for the first 
time a recognition and 
@ consensus that we 
must embark upon a 
national strategy to re- 
ctify the situation. 

We are as usual 
making decisions and 
carrying out program- 
mes on an ad hoc basis 
with little planning and

quently we are, even 
with the best of inten- 
tions, flying blindly 
into the future. 

I believe we should, 
now that the recent 
hysteria of the World 
Cup has died some- 
what, consider some 
immediate proposals 
for action. 

I would propose 
some options which I 
believe would project 
soccer into the future 
as Australia’s number 
one sport. 

First, we, the follow- 
ers and participants of 
the greatest game in 
the world should no 
longer refer to our 
Sport as “soccer”, 

It is known through- 
out the world, with the 
exception of a few 
places like Australia, 
as “football”.

There is no doubt 
we must proceed 
therefore with a com- 
plete analysis, and thus 
re-organisation, of the 
National Soccer 
League. 

This would ultimate- 
ly establish a worth- 
while long term play- 
ing and management 
structure, that could 
mesh in with existing 
state and local com- 
petitions, and of 
course commitments 
of the national team 
and its schedule. 

The NSL should be 
a truly national com- 
petition with more in- 
telligent criteria for re- 
legation and promo- 
tion.

(and possibly Hobart), 

It follows also that 
all clubs aspiring to 
National League status 
should meet more im- 
portant criteria involy- 
ing:

Further the question 
of ethnic names should 
not remain an unre- 
solved issue.

HAD Sunday’s 
minor semi-final 
result gone any 
other way than in 
Sydney Olympic’s 
favour the bowels 
of Olympic Park 
would have 
echoed with the 
howls of disgust 
from Eddie Thom- 
son and his crew 
and Thomson even 
admitted as much 
after the game. 

But Thomson, fresh 
from 120 nerve-twist- 
ing minutes of ani- 
mated gestures, fidget- 
ting, full-throated yell- 
ing, coaxing and plan- 
ning and re-planning 
tactics, was, instead, at 
his affable best as he 
met the press. 

Thomson even

IT was great to see 
Zeljko Adzic return 
to his true form. 

I am sure all at Mel- 
bourne Croatia; play- 
ers, coach, committee- 
men and spectators 
have been waiting for 
this to happen.

And in fact that was 
because he had been 
carrying a groin strain 
for quite some time. 

The club took the 
view that, in spite of 
the injury, he was bet- 
ter than any other man 
who could have slotted 
into his position. 

There is also the 
matter of the shackles 
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really outstanding 
qualities to fight its 
way back to top con- 
tender for. the Marconi 
crown, otherwise its 
season was over. 

Sydney Olympic has

Nastevski’s associa- 
tion with Odzakov 
goes back to the days 
when they were both 
coached by current 
Preston boss Andon 
Donceyski in Yugosla- 
via, but it was Zarko 
who first made the 
move to this country. 

“Looking back, I 
should have come here 
earlier,’’ Nastevski 
admitted last week 
“but I had to spend a 
year in the army. 

“After that I had a 
couple of opportuni- 
ties to try my luck in 
West Germany and 
Austria but the offers 
were nowhere near 
good enough. 


came to join Marconi 
however — and again, 
on Zarko’s advice — I 
decided to stay in 
Sydney. 

“Spending my first 
season in Australia 
with Rockdale gave 
me a chance to find my 
feet without being 
under too much press- 
ure,” Nastevski con- 
tinued, ‘and working 
with coach Ilija Takac 
was a marvellous ex- 
perience”. 

During his initial

“When Rockdale 
made their approach I 
jumped at the chance 
to come to Australia 
even though they were 
in the NSW State 
League, but my aim al- 
Ways was to follow 
Zarko into the NSL”. 

Nastevski is still 
thankful for Odza- 
kov’s help since he 
arrived here. “I can 
mever thank Zarko 
enough for the assist- 
ance, advice and en- 
couragement he gave 
me when I first came 
to this country,” 
Nastevski confessed. 

“We shared a flat at 
Cabramatta for six 
months until we were 
reunited with our fami- 
lies and he was influen- 
tial in my moving from 
State League soccer to 
Marconi.” 

His first season in 
State League produced 
22 goals for Rockdale 
and proved he was 
ready, willing and able 
to mix it with the best. 

“Preston showed 
some interest in me 
and having a couple of 
cousins in Melbourne I 
was tempted. 

“When the chance

“Losing Tony Hen- 
derson and Farina this 
year was a bit of a blow 
in the beginning, but 
we got over it by work- 
ing and playing 
together as a unit. 

“We don’t care who 
gets the goals as long 
as they keep on 


coming. 
“T'm just glad that I 
managed to get most 
of them so that I could 
keep my promise to 
Labbozzetta”. 


What about his 
attempt to break John 
Kosmina’s all-time re- 
cord of 23 goals in one 
season? 

“Of course, I would 
be very honoured to 
take the record off a 
Socceroo legend, but if 
it’s not this year there’s 
always the next,” he 
said. 

Although Nastevski 
will have his 32nd 
birthday next month, 
he does not see his 
playing days being 
numbered.

“Once the lead is 
taken, others will have 
to follow and I'm con- 
vinced that in time and 
with proper admi- 
nistration, soccer can 
become the leading

When the subject of 
local talent is raised, 
Nastevski finds it diffi- 
cult to contain his en- 
thusiasm.

amongst the latter. 

Unlike some others 
he was not an instant 
sensation, but his class 
was always evident to 
those who followed his 
Progress. 

With the help of his 
close mate Zarko 
Odzakov — another 
one of our great im- 
ports — Nastevski has 
scored his way into the 
record books. 

Such is the humility

AFTER some 13 
years of NSL com- 
petition the word 
still hasn't filtered 
through to Mel- 
bourne clubs that 
only one team can 
win the champion- 
ship each year. 

For surely that can 
be the only reason why 
Melbourne's NSL (or 
former NSL, if you 
count JUST and 
Heidelberg) outfits 
have jumped back on 
the annual coaching 
round-about. 

For a quick update, 
the situation is that 
Brian Garvey is at 
short odds to lose the 
Hellas job (although 
he hasn't been told 
yet). John Gardiner has 
parted company with 
Sunshine George 
Cross after four years, 
Andon Doncevski has 
admitted that his 
future is uncertain at 
Preston and Mel- 
bourne Croatia’s Ivan 
Raznjevic is currently 
the hottest property in 
the country and is 
attracting some lucra- 
tive offers. 


Heady

itis and Miron 


Bleiberg, if you draw a 
line through the season 
and see that their pre- 
decessors in Ilija 
Dimovski and Jim 
Tansey, at JUST and 
Heidelberg respective- 
ly, copped the sack for 
dropping the teams at 
the ‘foot of the ladder, 
you can be sure neither 
incumbent is certain to 
remain in charge. 

Bleiberg took over 
when Heidelberg was 
dead last and despite 
some $100,000 worth 
of new talent, the Ber- 
gers finished dead last.

Marconi were also tops 
at the NSL turnstiles 


MARCONI's impressive bid for back-to-back premierships has captured the 
imagination of NSL fans and boosted the club to Number One on the attendance 
charts. 

With nearly 57,000 Marconi fanatics clicking the turnstiles at the Marconi Stadium this season 
the club has taken over from Sydney Croatia as the crowd-drawing kings of the NSL. 

But the big improver is Melbourne glamour team Melbourne Croatia. 

Croatia, thanks to a combination of on-field success and its impressive, new Somers Street 
home, has set a new NSL record, having increased its drawing power by over 100 percent in a 
single season. 

No club has recorded such a dramatic jump over just 12 months in NSL history. 

Melbourne Croatia’s home games drew just over 52,000 fans compared to the paltry near-23,000 
which saw the club's Olympic Park home games in 1988. 

Melbourne Croatia jumps to third on the attendance table behind consistent South Melbourne 
Hellas, which again finishes in the runner-up position. 

Hellas, despite its poor season — particularly at Middle Park, where it scored just 11 goals in 13 
games — still managed to draw over 52,000 fans, including 12,600 for its derby with Heidelberg. 

The Hellas v Heidelberg attendance was the biggest single crowd of the season. 

Six of 14 teams improved on their 1988 attendances this year but to prove that fickle Croatia 
piprories want to see a winning team, witness the drop by last year’s best drawing club, Sydney 

roatia. 

Attendances for games at the Croatian Sports Centre fell from a massive 62,000 last year to just 
48,000 in 1989. 

Three teams, one better than last year, broke the 50,000-plus barrier, but the big losers were St 
George and Blacktown. 

Success meant little to St George fans, or so it seems. 

Although crwods were marginally up for that club, the Saints recorded four crowds of less than 
1,000 for the season. 

Despite chasing a finals berth, St George managed less than 1,000 spectators to three of its las 
four home games for the year. 

Blacktown’s attendances were dreadful. 

Seven of Blacktown's 13 home gates were under 1,000 and the club's aggregate of just over 
16,000 for the season is only slightly more than the club drew for just a single match a few year: 
back when Kevin Keegan was a guest player.

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Geo Best — anti-hooligan, 
nro-World Cup in America 


Hobart correspondent WALTER PLESS 
went up to Devonport, and faithfully re- 
corded some match pointers, followed by a 


revealing personal interview. 


THERE was a hushed, almost reverential 
silence as George Best, arguably the greatest 
soccer player the world has ever seen, 
walked into the dressing room of the Devon- 
port City Soccer club. 

The Devonport play- 
ers, who were about to 
team up with Best for a 
charity exhibition match 
against a Tasmanian XI, 
were already changed 
and rarin’ to go 

Best, 43, who had 
lingered in the bar of 
the Cadbury State 
League club's lavish 
new facilities at Valley 
Road in Devonport, on 
Tasmania's North-West 
Coast, seemed unhur- 
ried as he made his way 
to an empty corner of 
the room, 

He winked at photo- 
grapher George Bighin, 
then sat down to begin 
his match preparations, 
which appeared, on the 
surface at least, to lack 
any kind of supersti- 
tions, 

Some players, of 
course, are noted for 
putting shorts on last, 
for example, or for put- 
ting their left sock on 
first, or for following 
some other such ritual. 

The hirsute Best, a 
lonely figure in his 
cocoon of silence in the 
corner, simply got un- 
dressed and donned the 
all-blue outfit of the 
local team, apparently 
oblivious to the sea of 
faces gazing at him from 
a respectable distance. 

This is how he must 
have looked the night 
Manchester United, in 
their unfamiliar away- 
strip of blue, similar to 
Devonport’s, won the 
European Champions’ 
Cup at Wembley in 
1968. 

A barrage of light 
from numerous flash “ 
guns finally broke the 
spell and players, 
journalists, autograph- 
hunters and video 
cameramen moved in 
on this world-renowned 
footballer, who re- 
mained nonchalant 
throughout the 
onslaught. 

He casually posed for 
photographs, signed 
books, posters, soccer 
balls and scraps of 
paper. After all, he'd 
experienced much 
worse than this in his 
heyday. 

The first sign of the 
famous Best humour 
and the mischievous 4 
twinkle in those : 1] 
captivating blue eyes se 
came when he moved to left after meeting 
the treatment table for a 
pre-match rubdown by 
Devonport’s female 
trainer. 

“It's big, isn’t it,” 
Best quipped as she be- 
gan to knead his oily, 
hairy calves. 

“The knee, 1 mean,” 
he quickly added, as the 
faintest trace of a blush 
appeared on her face. 

Both teams provided 
Best with a guard of _ interval from Devon- 
honour as he took the port coach, Ken Mor- 
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field amid the generous 
applause of the 1800 
spectators, a mammoth 
attendance for the club, 
especially for a Thurs- 
day night.

‘The warm-up gave an 
indication of what was 
to come. The flawless 
ball control was still 
there, despite the 
obviously swollen right 
knee and the faint signs 
of a paunch beneath the 
number 11 shirt, and the 
passing was unerring. 

“The gift,” as Best 
calls his talent, was 
something he was born 
with. It was something 
no coach could impart 
to a player. 

“] was lucky that I 
was born with it,” Best 
said. “I worked hard at 
certain aspects of my 
game, but great players 
are born and I don't 
think you can teach 
someone. 

“You can improve 
certain aspects, which is 
why there are coaches 
around, but unless you 
are born with that basic 
ability and talent, it’s 
very difficult.” 

The match itself, 
kicked off by Best's 
girlfriend and manager, 
Mary Shatila, was first- 
class entertainment and 
ended, appropriately 
enough, in a 2-2 draw. 

Best was left a little 
isolated in the first half. 
It was almost as if his 
team-mates were out to 
show the great man 
what they could do, 
rather than bringing him

It was Best's precise 
defence-splitting pass 
that enabled Anthony 
Rimmer to open the 
scoring for Devonport 
before the half-time 
break, however.

one why this man was 
regarded by many as 
‘the greatest’. 

Some of the skills he 
displayed were remark- 
able. The thigh traps, 
the wall-passes off 
opponents’ shins, the 
perfectly-weighted de- 
liveries to team-mates 
were ample evidence 
that this player had 
strutted the world stage. 

There was no hint of 
conceit in Best's answer 
later to the question of 
who was the greatest of 
them all. “I was,” he 
said matter-of-factly. 
“Pele said so, and he 
should know.” 

Best's ability to read 
the game, to think two 
or three moves ahead 
despite the passage of 
time, was there for 
everyone to see. 

But occasionally he 
seemed bored and 
apparently just going 
through the motions. 
He seemed frustrated, 
too, when team-mates 
failed to control the ball 
and lost possession. 


Mundane mud 

He must have 
yearned for the old 
days, when he would 
have ‘taken on half the 
opposing team on his 
own, and beaten them. 
The ever-so-slight 
limp that was with him 
throughout the game 
must have reminded 
him that those days 
were gone forever, so 
he continued to make 
the ball do the work un- 
til the end of the 90 
minutes.

It was with some 
trepidation that I 
approached Best for an 
interview after the 
match. His dislike of 
journalists is well- 
documented. 

As I found out, this 
detestation is confined 
to members of the Brit- 
ish Press, who have 
dragged his name 
through the mud over 
the years and would 
love to do so even now. 

Best had nothing but 
praise for the Australian 
Press, however, saying 
that they concentrated 
on the football and 
coaching aspects of his 
visit to this country. 

Photographers from 
the British tabloids 
would have had a field 
day in the Devonport 
dressing room, giving its 
almost unrestricted ac- 
cess, and the sight of 
Best downing a can of 
beer after the match, or 
stepping into the 
shower. 

Best proved intelli- 
gent, articulate and 
knowledgeable. 

He had firm views ab- 
out the future of soccer 
and the violence 
threatening its very ex- 
istence, and about 
FIFA’s decision to hold 
the 1994 World Cup in 
the United States, not 
exactly a hot-bed of soc- 
cer, but a country where 
he played for almost 
half a decade. 


“The identity card 
scheme proposal in 
England must be tried 
because of what's 
happening there,” Best 
said. “It might cut 
attendances for a while, 
but if it’s successful, 
you'll find more people, 
including families, com- 
jing back to the game. 

“There's no real solu- 
tion to the violence at 
the moment, however, 
because they're not soc- 
cer fans. They're just 
hooligans and thugs. 

“If they weren't doing 
it at soccer matches, 
they'd be doing it some- 
where else, so there is 
no solution. These peo- 
ple are going out to 
cause trouble and you 


can't stop people like 
that.” 


OK for USA 


Best said the choice 
of the United States as 
the venue for the 1994 
World Cup was much 
preferable to countries 
such as Brazil, which is 
virtually bankrupt. 

“America is a thriving 
nation. They've got the 
best stadiums in the 
world, the best facili- 
ties, and some of the 
best playing surfaces in 
the world. 

“Their organisation 
will be second to none, 
and when you consider 
the crowds they got to 
the soccer at the Los 
Angeles Olympics, I 
think it will be a huge 
success.” 

My parting glimpse of 
Best was almost 
anachronistic. He was 
seated at a table in the 
Devonport City club 
rooms, enjoying a quiet 
drink, girlfriend on one 
side, a young boy on the 
other. 

The room was pack- 
ed. Young women 
oggled and giggled, men 
stared in awe, but the 
man at the focus of their 
attention was being 
given breathing space. 

It was something he 
had always yearned for, 
and never attained, dur- 
ing his hectic, turbulent 
years at the top. 

The refusal of the 
media to allow Best to 
live a private life of his 
own contributed to his 
premature retirement, 
and almost destroyed 
him. 

His appearance at 
Devenport confirmed 
that he has put back 
together the pieces of 
his shattered life and re- 
tained his dignity and 
his soul. 

Devenport may never 
again experience a day 
like it again. It hosted 
one of the world’s 
greatest sportsmen, and 
did so in such a way as 
to prompt Best to say 
he'd like to return. 

That means a lot, 
coming from a man who 
has played before vast 
audiences, who has 
been in the fierce spot- 
light on the world stage, 
and who had never even 
heard of Devenport in 
faraway Tasmania when 
his own name was a 
household word world- 
wide.

AN overseas report published in Sydney indicated that FIFA had 
launched a campaign to ban the use of standing areas at 
grounds worldwide. 

The report stated that from the northern autumn of 1992, 
when qualifying for the 1994 World Cup finals in the USA starts, 
only tickets for numbered seats could be sold for World Cup 
ties.

FIFA decisions are renowned for their intractibility, which 
means that any World Cup ties allocated to Australia from 1992 
would have limited venues. 

Coinciding with the report came the then unconfirmed AAP 
news item that Australia would host the 1995 Youth World Cup, 
after losing the vote for the 1991 tournament to Nigeria.

NE of the most telling points to 

emerge in soccer has gone un- 

noticed, and actually it will be a 
number of years before the importance 
of the matter will impact with dramatic. 
effect. 

And it will be that the ability of the code to turn 
the corner Australia-wide will flow from the asset- 
rich NSW Soccer Federation Ltd. 

Although the Valentine Park complex property, 
plant and equipment is shown on the balance 
sheet at $2.8 million, a recent check by valuers 
came up with an opinion of $25 million. 

This is based upon favourable zoning for de- 
velopment purposes, and rezoning of prime land 
in Sydney is now not too difficult to achieve. 

It may be worth even more if part were allo- 
cated to residential purposes and part to the popu- 
lar industrial parks that promise to have exceptio- 
nal value in the current and future high tech 
industrial climate. 

It may even be possible to work in conjunction 
with a major developer who possesses an impecc- 
able track record, and to put the industrial park 
out on lease. 

The point is that the major soccer development, 
with its indoor stadium, fields, motel and swim- 
ming pool etc could remain in place, and a section 
of the 78 acres sold off for development. 

The Federation’s limited overdraft could be 
cleared, development costs met, sufficient work- 
ing capital made available and money could be 
invested in upgrading'the NSW State League. 

On top of that for the first time ever the NSW 
Federation could set aside a tour fund which 
would enable it to sponsor some of the biggest 
games Australia has ever seen. 

The whole idea would require the most careful 
follow up. 

From the security of a property of the nature of 
Valentine Park it is also possible to secure other 
properties which would be of great value to the 
code. 

A case in point is seen in rugby league in NSW. 

From the Central Coast Leagues Club start 
there were developed two larger clubs and prop- 
erties, and in another example assistance from the 
Balmain Leagues Club enabled the West Ryde 
Leagues Club fo be put in place. 

‘These things can be accomplished looking at a 
10 or 15 years time frame, rather than the quick 
fix that has too often characterised the dealings of 
soccer down the years. 

Of course a moye of this nature will require 
careful attention so that no mistakes are made, 
but the NSW Federation has the capacity to hand- 
le the job. 

It is fitting at this stage to give credit where it is 
due. 

The NSW Federation's potential in this regard 
would never have been achieved but for the fore- 
sight of Charles Valentine, now enjoyi 
earnt retirement in Sydney along with his hard- 
working wife Joan. 

If ever there was a man in the right place at the 
right time it was Charlie Valentine. 

Even for those who saw top value in his enter- 
prise could not start to contemplate what was to 
be accomplished. 

Over and above that again, he left a leagacy 
that could lead soccer into a new era in NSW wad 
throughout the Commonwealth as a whole.

Clubs are forced_to 
sell their players once 
they make a name for 
themselves in order to 
remain solvent. 

According to the in- 
fluential mass-circula- 
tion FRANCE FOOT- 
BALL, Uruguayan 
striker Ruben Sosa 
was the tournament's 
Number One player 
though he was not seen 
at his best in the final 
against Brazil.
